Holiday Dinner 


By Dr. Carlos Viana 

Traditionally Christmas 
dinner is a focal element of the 
holiday season where we sit 
down with family and friends for 
the “breaking of the bread”. The 
expression “breaking of bread”, 
some believe, must be qualified. 
“Breaking of bread” signified 
the dividing of the bread cakes 
or loaves which were used by 
Orientals. Sometimes “breaking 
of bread” is used concerning 
partaking of a common meal 
(Mk. 6: 41; Acts 27: 35) and 
“Breaking of bread: is also used 
in connection with the religious 
memorial called the Lord’s 
Supper. We are talking about 
Christmas dinner and before we 
can sit down to enjoy our meal, 
we need to plan our menu. 

For several years already 
we have said goodbye to the 
traditional holiday smoked ham. 
Ham, as all pork products is 
detrimental to people in all blood 
groups. Pork aggravates blood 
to become sticky; slows down 
proper digestion and obstructs 
absorption of nutrition. Instead 
we have a turkey that I slowly 
roast on the barbeque. No deep 
frying here! Turkey has become 
my family dinner’s center piece 
because it is a healthy alternative 
to more traditional foods that 
are classed as being detrimental 
according to your blood type. I 
carve a mean plate of turkey in 
front of our guests. You might 
not know this but the nutrition 
facts of turkey per serving is: 232 
calories, 11 grams of fat, but only 
3 grams saturated fat, 108 mg 
cholesterol, 77 mg sodium, 0 g 
carbohydrate, 0 g fiber, 32 grams 
protein, and 15% iron. There is 


nothing wrong nutritionally here. 
Additionally, hiding in the 32 
grams of protein is tryptophan an 
essential amino acid. Tryptophan 
is needed for the production 
of Niacin (vitamin B 3) and 
is the precursor of our brain 
chemical serotonin. Serotonin is 
the calming, sedating substance 
essential for normal mood and 
sleep patterns. Now you know 
why you are so inclined to take a 
nap after a turkey dinner. 

The traditional potato 
smothered in cheese is out. Both 
the potato and cheese will slow 
down the metabolism of most 
of us. Instead, for carbohydrates 
we use sweet potatoes, pumpkin, 
and brown rice. This year, after 
baking the potatoes in the grill 
next to the turkey, we are going 
to mash the sweet potatoes with a 
touch of ginger. Ginger contains 
components that positively 
influence known disease 
susceptibility, a good thing. I 
think the ginger balances nicely 
the taste of the sweet potatoes. 
The nutrition facts per serving 
of sweet potatoes includes: 240 
calories, 6 g total fat, 4 g saturated 
fat, 15 mg cholesterol, 73 mg 
sodium, 46 g carbohydrate, 5 g 
fiber, 2 g protein, 294% vitamin 
A, 54% vitamin C. Did you see 
the amount if vitamin A? Wow, I 
am surprised that sweet potatoes 
do not need to be registered as an 
eye medicine. 

We could not think about any 
holiday dinner without serving 
pumpkin. Here we go again 
helping our eyes. The nutrition 
facts for pumpkin per serving 
is: 286 calories, 13 grams total 
fat, 4 g saturated fat, 86 mg 
cholesterol, 120 mg sodium, 38 g 


carbohydrate, 2 grams of fiber, 7 
grams protein, 130% vitamin A, 
9% vitamin C, 7% calcium, 13% 
iron. Did you notice the blood 
building qualities of pumpkin? 
Only people with blood group B 
cannot enjoy this delicious and 
nutritious vegetable. In Aruba, 
pumpkin soup is a specialty. If I 
am lucky Amy might bake me a 
pumpkin pie, yum! Or maybe we 
will make pumpkin with onions. 

As in every meal at our 
house brown rice is the 
staple carbohydrate. For this 
meaningful occasion we will 
add some zest (and even more 
nutrition) to our brown rice with 
wild rice and quinoa. Brown 
rice can be enjoyed by all blood 
groups. White “polished” rice 
is nutritionally lifeless since the 
bran, which contains all of the 
nutrition, has been stolen to sell 
to pharmaceutical companies to 
make B complex vitamins. This 
should give us a strong indication 
the benefit derived from eating 
brown rice. The wild rice, 
especially if harvested from wild 
ponds, contains trace minerals 
missing in our other grains. 
Super-grain, Peruvian quinoa 
has one of the highest amounts 
of absorbable calcium available. 
Support for our bones that cooks 
in just 15 minutes! 

And what would turkey 
dinner be without cranberry 
sauce? Cranberries are a 
traditional remedy for bladder 
infection. Cranberries contain 
a naturally occurring simple 
sugar, closely related to glucose 


called D- mannose. D-Mannose 
is metabolized by our bodies and 
excreted into the urine. This simple 
sugar helps maintain a healthy 
urinary tract by its interaction 
with the bacterium found in over 
90% of all bladder infections, 
Escherichia coli (“E. coli”). This 
strain of E.coli is found as part 
of the “normal microflora” in 
every intestinal tract. But even 
normal E.coli does not belong 
in the bladder and urinary tract. 
In these areas they multiply and 
become an infection. D-Mannose 
“sticks” to E.coli. When we take 
a large quantity of D-Mannose 
by eating cranberries, almost all 
of it spills into the urine through 
our kidneys, literally “coating” 
any E.coli present so they can no 
longer “stick” to the inside walls 
of the bladder and urinary tract. 
The E.coli is literally rinsed away 
with normal urination! Imagine, 
all from eating cranberries. 
Include your favorite fresh green 
vegetables prepared with olive 
oil and fresh herbs, and you’ve 
got yourself a healthy, holiday 
feast. 

Choosing your Holiday 
Menu? Get the Point! Selecting 
healthy foods from your 
“beneficial” list (available at our 
Clinic) is a delicious and healthy 
alternative to some traditional 
holiday foods. As for our 
“Breaking of bread” dinner being 
a “common meal” or a “religious 
memorial”, I do not make a 
distinction. I just know that with 
my glass of red wine is loaded 
with antioxidants. I will toast 



and give thanks for the presence 
of healthy family members and 
friends and remember those of 
you who cannot make it this 
year.

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Fed cuts target for key rate to record low

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Federal Reserve 
has cut its target for a key interest rate to the 
lowest level on record and pledged to use “all 
available tools” to combat a severe financial 
crisis and prolonged recession. The central bank 
on Tuesday said it had reduced the federal funds 


rate, the interest that banks charge each other, to a 
range of zero to 0.25 percent. That is down from 
the 1 percent target rate in effect since the last 
meeting in October. Many analysts had expected 
the Fed to make a smaller cut to 0.5 percent.

Old TNT discovered et 
famed Paris department store

PARIS (AP) - Police acting on a 
warning Tuesday found a bundle 
of dynamite inside a Paris 
department store at the height 
of the Christmas season, and a 
group demanding that France 
withdraw from Afghanistan 
claimed responsibility. 

Sticks of dynamite tied together 
but without a detonator 
were found in the Printemps 
department store, a favored 
shopping destination for 
tourists, and a Christmas season 
attraction because of its festive 
window displays. 

Interior Minister Michele 
Alliot-Marie said the explosives 
appeared “relatively old.” Police 
said they were found in the third 
floor restroom of the menswear 
department. Five sticks were 
found together, officials said. 
“There was no risk of explosion,” 


the minister said. 

French news agency Agence 
France-Presse said it received a 
letter Tuesday morning from a 
group calling itself the Afghan 
Revolutionary Front saying that 
several bombs had been planted 
in the store.

Bailout payout tops $8 trillion

As the holiday season 
commences, it’s worth taking 
stock of the last gift that 
President George W. Bush and 
the 110th Congress have left for 
U.S. taxpayers. 

It’s a package of about $8.7 
trillion dollars’ worth of 
potential taxpayer commitments 
for loans, guarantees and other 
bailout goodies for businesses 
and distressed homeowners. 
Amid the tissue paper: 

• More than $1.5 trillion in 
Federal Deposit Insurance Corp. 
loan guarantees, including a 
$139 billion assist to the lending 
arm of General Electric Corp. 

• $ 1.8 trillion in cash, tax breaks 
and loan guarantees doled out 
from the Treasury Department to 


taxpayers, financial institutions 
and credit companies. 

• $300 billion for homeowners 
from the Federal Housing 
Authority. 

• $25 billion in assistance for 
auto companies from a program 
overseen by the Energy 
Department, which is separate 
from the bailout proposal that 
tanked last week in the Senate. 

• And $5 trillion worth of new 
money, loan guarantees and 
loosened lending requirements 
from the Federal Reserve Bank. 
According to Bianco Research 
President James Bianco, who 
crunched these numbers, that 
amounts to more government 
aid and assistance than nine 
other historic bailouts and big 
government outlays combined. 


The New Deal, for instance, 
cost an estimated $32 billion 
in its day, which would be 
about $500 billion in today’s 
dollars. The Marshall Plan 
cost about $12.7 billion, which 
is the equivalent of a paltry 
$115.3 billion. The Louisiana 
Purchase? The French got $15 
million, which would be worth 
about $217 billion today. 

If you take those three items, 
add in the adjusted costs of 
the Race to the Moon, the 
savings and loan crisis, the 
Korean War, the Iraq war, the 
Vietnam War and assistance 
for NASA, you still get to just 
$3.92 trillion — not even half 
of the taxpayers’ exposure 
today, according to Bianco. 
If that weren’t enough to make

you want to upgrade your 
holiday gift list, it’s useful 
to remember that Congress 
isn’t done and President-elect 
Barack Obama’s team hasn’t 
even started. 

They are promising a newer 
and bigger stimulus package 
early next year — one that 
could make last spring’s $168 
billion government giveaway 
to taxpayers (remember that 
fixer?) look like pocket change. 
Asked just how much the 
taxpayers are on the hook for, 
Bianco said: “I just say you 
should use the number infinity, 
because nobody understands 
these numbers, and I would 
include the Treasury secretary 
and chairman of the Fed in that 
group.” There is a bright side, 
sort of.

But that can’t be done until the 
economy rebounds, something 
that most economists aren’t yet 
willing to predict — probably 
because it would be even more 
depressing. Now, all this is not to 
say that these measures weren’t 
necessary to save consumers 
from an even worse fate. That’s 
a big unanswered question that 
now will be left to speculators. 
But the vast majority of the 
smart economic crowd, from 
both sides of the aisle, say 
the job losses and economic 
calamity that would have 
ensued without government 
intervention today would make 
the Great Depression look like 
an economic hiccup. 

“If we don’t fix this, it doesn’t 
matter if we can’t pay for it,” 
said Heather Boushey, a senior 
economist at the Center for 
American Progress.

The Fed’s aggressive move was 
greeted enthusiastically by Wall 
Street. The Dow Jones industrial 
average rose more than 250 
points in late-aftemoon trading. 
The Fed’s action and statement 
made clear that economic 
conditions have worsened since 
its last meeting in October. 
Federal Reserve Chairman 
Ben Bemanke and his 
colleagues said they will use 
unconventional methods to try 
to contain a financial crisis that 
is the worst since the 1930s and 
a recession that is already the 
longest in a quarter-century. For 
example, the Fed last month 
said it planned to purchase up 
to $600 billion in direct debt 
and mortgage-backed securities 
issued by big financial players 
including Fannie Mae and 
Freddie Mac in an effort to boost 
the availability of mortgage 
loans. That move was one of 
a series the central bank has 
taken to increase its loans by 
hundreds of billions of dollars 
as a way to deal with the worst 
financial crisis to hit the U.S. in 
more than 70 years. 

The Fed on Tuesday also made 
clear that it intends to keep the 
funds rate at extremely low 
levels. 

“The committee anticipates that 
weak economic conditions are 
likely to warrant exceptionally 
low levels of the federal funds 
rate for some time,” the central 
bank’s panel that sets interest 
rates said in a statement. 

Even before the announcement 
of a lower target, the funds rate 
has been trading well below 
the old target of 1 percent. For 
November, the funds rate had 
averaged 0.39 percent. Analysts 
said it was likely to fall further 


with the Fed setting the new 
target as low as zero. 

The Fed’s decision is expected 
to be quickly matched by a 
reduction in banks’ prime 
lending rate, the benchmark 
rate for millions of business and 
consumer loans. Before the Fed 
announcement, the prime rate 
stood at 4 percent. 

The Fed has never pushed its 
target for the federal funds rate 
as low as zero to 0.25 percent. 
The lowest target rate before 
had been 1 percent, a level seen 
only once before in the past 
half-century. 

Given how low interest rates 
are, the central bank said it 
planned to use a variety of 
unconventional methods to 
flood the banking system with 
credit and drive interest rates 
lower. 

“The Federal Reserve will 
employ all available tools to 
promote the resumption of 
sustainable economic growth 
and to preserve price stability,” 
the Fed said. 

The announcement on the 
deployment of unconventional 
methods had been expected 
given that Bemanke and other 
Fed officials have sought 
in recent comments to let 
financial markets know that 
the central bank will not be 
out of ammunition to battle 
the economic downturn even 
with the funds rate at such low 
levels. 

In its statement Tuesday,

The 
president-elect said he has 
not been able to confirm 
that is the case. 

Neither Obama nor 
Emanuel has been accused 
of any wrongdoing, and the 
president-elect has said he 
will make the results of an 
internal investigation into 
the matter public soon. 

On the economy, the 
president-elect said 

the Federal Reserve 
was “running out of 
ammunition” in terms of 
lowering interest rates to 


combat the recession. He

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Father of Oregon bank bombing suspect arrested 


SALEM, Ore. - The father of a Salem man accused 
of killing two Oregon law enforcement officers in a 
bank explosion was arrested Tuesday on bomb-making 
conspiracy charges, authorities said. 

Bruce Tumidge, 57, faces charges of conspiracy to 
manufacture and possess an explosive device, the Marion 
County district attorney’s office said. 

His son, 32-year-old Joshua Tumidge, appeared in court 
Tuesday on charges that include aggravated murder 
in the explosion Friday at the West Coast Bank in the 
agricultural town of Woodbum. The charge carries a 
potential death penalty. 

“My client is clear-headed,” said Joshua Turnidge’s 
court-appointed attorney, Steven Krasik of Salem. “He 
was surprised to be arrested. And he is optimistic that he 
will be cleared of all these charges.” 

Officers arrested his father at a farm about 13 miles 
southwest of Salem, the city where Joshua lives. Lt. 
Sheila Lorance of the Marion County Sheriff’s Office 
said law enforcers were searching all 750 acres of the 
farm “from front to back.” She would not elaborate. 
Bmce Tumidge does not own the farm, but public 
records list it as his address. It was not clear whether he 
was a renter there, and the owner was not immediately 
available for comment. 

The blast killed a State Police bomb technician, Senior 
Trooper William Hakim, and a Woodbum officer, Capt. 
Tom Tennant. It critically injured Woodbum Police Chief 
Scott Russell; a probable cause statement said Russell 
lost his right leg from the knee down and his left leg was 
mutilated. 

The probable cause statement said that on Friday 


morning, a man called in a bomb threat to the Wells 
Fargo Bank in Woodbum, which is next door to the West 
Coast Bank branch. 

The man said “if ‘they’ didn’t leave the building, all of 
them would die,” the court document states. 

The man also said that a cell phone would be found 
next to a garbage can, and that he would give further 
instmctions on it. The man also said he would be calling 
the West Coast Bank. Local police officers arrived at the 
Wells Fargo building, opened a garbage bin and spotted 
a cell phone on top of what appeared to be a package. 
Hakim and an FBI bomb technician were called. They 
examined the package and cell phone and determined the 
package was a hoax device. 

Woodbum police searched the area around the two banks 
for other devices, and a green metal box was spotted next 
to the West Coast Bank building. 

Hakim, Tennant and Russell arrived at the West Coast 
Bank. After Hakim inspected and X-rayed the green box, 
he said he was “confident that it was a hoax device and 
that it could be taken apart to be placed into evidence.” 
The statement says a bank employee saw Hakim trying 
to open the box while Tennant held it when the bomb 
exploded. The bank employee was treated at a hospital 
and released. 

Joshua Tumidge, a Navy veteran who worked in a 
biodiesel fuel enterprise with his uncle, appeared in court 
Tuesday morning for the first time since his Sunday 
arrest. He was appointed the attorney and did not enter a 
plea. His next scheduled court date is Dec. 26. 
Authorities have refused to say what they think the 
motive was for the bombing.

UNITED NATIONS - The U.N. 
Security Council approved a

The vote was 14-0, with Libya 
abstaining. 

The resolution — co-sponsored

they can live peacefully side by 
side as independent democratic 
states. 

The negotiating process 
launched by President George 
W. Bush at Annapolis, Md., in 
November 2007 called for the 
Israelis and Palestinians to try 
to reach a final peace deal by 
the end of 2008. 

That goal would have given 
Bush a diplomatic victory just 


before leaving office — but it 
was not to be, despite months of 
intense negotiations. 

U.N. Secretary-General Ban Ki- 
moon said all council members 
regret an agreement won’t be 
reached this year, but said “a 
serious process is under way” 
and the international community 
must ensure the talks achieve 
results. 

Both Israel and the Palestinians 
welcomed the resolution. 

Riyad Mansour, the Palestinian 
U.N. observer, expressed hope 
that the sides will remove “all 
obstacles” and reach a peace 
treaty in 2009. He said the 
Palestinians are “happy” that the 
Security Council — which has 
not adopted a comprehensive 
resolution on the Mideast since 
November 2003 — is actively 
engaged. 

In Jerusalem, Foreign Minister 
Tzipi Livni who has been 
Israel’s chief peace negotiator 
since Annapolis, said the 
resolution gave an important 


“international endorsement” for 
the peace efforts. 

“The Security Council’s clear 
support is a vote of confidence 
in the process Israel is advancing 
with the legitimate Palestinian 
leadership,” she said. 

Livni said negotiations would 
continue, though talks must be 
accompanied by the Palestinian 
government’s efforts to crack 
down on militants and end the 
Hamas militant group’s control 
of the Gaza Strip. 

In probably her last U.N. 
appearance, U.S. Secretary of 
State Condoleezza Rice said the 
negotiations bom at Annapolis 
“give me confidence” that the 
goal of independent Israeli and 
Palestinian states living in peace 
and security “is not just a vision, 
but it is a commitment of the 
parties and of the international 
community.” 

“There can be no turning back 
the clock,” she told the council.

PHILADELPHIA (AP) - 
Donovan McNabb threw for 
290 yards and two touchdowns, 
and Asante Samuel scored on 
an interception return as the 
Philadelphia Eagles beat the 
struggling Cleveland Browns 
30-10 on Monday for their 
third straight victory. 
Philadelphia (8-5-1) remained 
a half-game behind three 
teams in the race for the two 
National Football Conference 
wild-card spots. The Eagles 
have to win their final two 
games - at Washington and 
home against Dallas - and 
need Atlanta or Tampa Bay to 
lose once to secure a playoff 
berth. 

The Browns (4-10) have lost 
four in a row. At least they 
finally scored a touchdown 
on Brandon McDonald’s 24- 
yard interception return in the 
fourth quarter. The Browns, 


who didn’t reach the end 
zone in the previous three 
games, could be looking for a 
new coach to replace Romeo 
Crennel after the season.

Report: WBC opens prone 
into doping by Mosley 


NEW YORK (AP) - The 
World Boxing Council has 
opened an investigation of 
Shane Mosley following 
recent reports that the 
fighter testified under oath 
to taking performance- 
enhancing drugs in the lead- 
up to his 2003 title boutt 
against Oscar De La Hoya, 
the New York Daily News 
reported Tuesday. 

Nearly three months after 
winning the WBC junior 
middleweight title with his 
victory over De La Hoya, 
Mosley told a grand jury he 
used steroids and EPO as 
part of his training regimen 
for the fight. 

Mosley insists he didn’t 
know the drugs he took 
were banned or illegal. 


“It was a real surprise to read 
that Mosley has confessed 
that he did take those 
medicines, those drugs that 
are totally prohibited by the 
WBC,” said the council’s 
president, Jose Sulaiman. 
“The WBC rules state that 
we must have a hearing. 
This is a matter of serious 
concern to us.” 

Sulaiman has ordered the 
WBC’s legal counsel to 
gatherevidenceonMosleyto 
present to the Council’s 29- 
member board of governors. 
The board has the authority 
to vote on sanctions and can 
issue disqualifications or 
severe fines, even after the 
conclusion of a fight. 

“Thus far the WBC has 
seen only press reports, and 


must therefore investigate 
any available evidence and 
review it, in terms of the 
WBC rules and regulations’ 
anti-doping provisions,” 
said Robert Lenhardt, an 
attorney for the WBC. 

The investigation will 
coincide with a defamation 
lawsuit Mosley filed against 
BALCO founder Victor 
Conte. The suit claims 
Conte told newspapers 
he watched Mosley inject 
himself with EPO and that 
the boxer knew what he was 
taking. Conte, who is in 
possession of the grand jury 
transcripts because he was 
a defendant in the BALCO 
case, said he is “more 
than willing to cooperate 
with any investigation of

COSTA DO SAUIPE, Brasil 
(Reuters) - Los presidentes 
de la Union Suramericana de 
Naciones (UNASUR) aprobaron 
el martes la creacion de un 
consejo regional de defensa, que 
entre otros objetivos buscara 
reforzar la confianza entre las 
fuerzas armadas del area. 

La decision fue adoptada en 
la segunda de cuatro cumbres 
regionales consecutivas que se 
realizaran hasta el martes en el 
balneario brasileno Costa do 
Sauipe y revierte el reves que 
sufrio la UNASUR sobre el 
tema en su cumbre fundacional 
de mayo pasado, en Brasilia. 

El llamado Consejo de Defensa 
Sudamericano, que integraran 


los ministros del area de los 14 
miembros de UNASUR, “no es 
un instrumento de operaciones 
militares”, dijo el canciller 
de Brasil, Celso Amorim, al 
anunciar la decision. 

“Es un instrumento de 
cooperacion, entrenamiento 
y tambien preve el desarrollo 
conjunto de industrias en esa 
area, y ayudara a mantener 
la confianza entre las fuerzas 
armadas de la region”, agrego. 
Amorim enfatizo que todavia 
no se establecio ninguna 
especificacion para el 
establecimiento de una ndustria 
comun de equipos de defensa, 
lo que estara en manos de los 
ministros del area. 


La cumbre de la UNASUR 
tambien aprobo la creacion 
de un Consejo Sudamericano 
de Salud, “cuyo objetivo es la 
promociondepoliticas sanitarias 
comunes, de cooperacion”, 
agrego. 

Amorim reconocio que se 
trato sobre la designacion del 
secretario general de UNASUR, 
cuya presidencia ejerce la 
mandataria de Chile, Michelle 
Bachelet, pero el tema sera 
objeto de nuevas consultas y se 
resolveria para abril. 

La cumbre sudamericana estuvo 
precedida por una reunion 
similar de la union aduanera 
Mercosur, y a continuacion 
comenzo otra de America Latina 


y el Caribe, que culminara el 
miercoles. 

La cuarta cumbre en dos dias en 
el lujoso balneario del noreste 
de Brasil sera del Grupo de Rio, 
con el objeto principal de que 
reciba el apoyo presidencial el 
ya decidido ingreso de Cuba 


al mecanismo de consultas 
politicas. Respondiendo a una 
pregunta, Amorim dijo que era 
muy positiva el ingreso de la 
isla de gobiemo comunista al 
grupo, pero indico que “no es 
con intencion de presionar a 
nadie.Q
